To the School Board and Citizens of 
Stratham, N. H.:— 


In submitting to you my third report as superin- 
tendent of our schools I shall deal first with the concerns 
of the year ending in June 1921 and then those of the 
present year. 


I invite your attention to the tables hereto appended. 
They are such as usually accompany a report lke this 
but they serve no purpose unless read and _ studied. 
Table I ought to tell us whether or not we grew slacker 
last year in matters of attendance. It does show us 
that we improved in percent of attendance. The re- 
cord is high especially for rural schools which have 
practically no pupils in grade seven and eight. In tard- 
iness we made a poorer showirg and this in spite of 
milder weather and a smaller registration. The record 
in this particular is not creditable and steps have been 
Paki this. yeateto. improve it. P.dable Til tells” ug. ab 
think, that we are not gaining as we ought to in the 
correction of physical defects of school children, espec- 
ially defects of nutrition, tonsils, adnoids and teeth 
The enforcement of the law requiring vaccination is in 
the hands of the local health officer but doubtless we 
could cooperate more effectively with him. During the 
last year the teachers taught hygiene consistently, and 
worked hard to establish good habits of diet, rest and 
cleanliness. They all, to some extet:t at least super- 
vised some form of hot lunches and together with the 
superintendent offered advice about defects and did 
other follow up work. Improvements made in _ the 
summer of 1920 in two of the school buildings made 
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them sanitary and comfortable. The work was well 
done. Improvements made during the summer of 1921 
on the interior of the Plains school building and on the 
heating apparatus in the Stratham ‘Hill school building 
were excellent. The former is one of the pleasantest 
schoolhouses with which I am acquainted and the jack- 
eted stove ir the latter building has apparently elimin- 
ated all complaints of discomfort there. 


Industry, scholarship, progress in work and school 
spirit were fairly satisfactory in all the schools during 
the last half of last year. Where teachers remained 
throughout the year these conditions were good for 


the. entire, year. 


With the advent of the present year I assembled the 
teachers and together we outlined what we hoped to 
accomplish this year in the teachirg of reading, writing, 
spelling and arithmetic, in case of buildings and super- 
vision of janitors and in the care of pupils’ health. 
I'very teacher has willingly co-operated in the work 
then outlined; most of them have undertaker extra re- 
sponsibilities in school housekeeping, relations with 
parents and the like. A series of standardized tests 
just finished show a fair degree of accomplishment for 
the first half year and point to the weak spots upon 
which we should work till Jure. We have resolved 
that the tests, repeated then, shall show satisfactory 
results. In your program for building improvement 
and for the provision of an adequate teaching staff you 


have made excellent Progress.

The Ridge school building is not adequately lighted 
nor economically heated. I think a small outlay of 
money would correct both faults and I recommend such 
a course to your consideration. 


Your co-operation, construction, criticism) and con- 
stant interest have made the works of teachers and 
superintendent very pleasant. Public  ackrowledge- 
ment of our appreciation is due and is gladly given. :
